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Antique  Vehicle  License  Plates  are  issued  for  a  five- 
year  registration  period.  Current  Antique 
Vehicle/Motorcycle  plates  expire  Dec.  31,  2009.  To 
qualify  for  Antique  plates,  motor  vehicles,  including 
motorcycles,  must  be  more  than  25  years  old. 
Firefighting  vehicles  must  be  at  least  20  years  old. 

Vehicles  displaying  these  plates  may  only  be  driven  to 
and  from  an  antique  auto  show  or  exhibition,  service 
station  or  demonstration.  The  mechanical  and  physical 
condition  of  the  vehicle,  including  brakes,  lights,  glass 
and  appearance,  must  be  the  same  or  as  safe  as 
originally  equipped. 

An  antique  vehicle  may  be  a  "bona  fide  replica"  —  an 
exact  copy  of  the  original  in  design,  frame  and 
mechanical  operation.  "Facsimiles"  —  close,  but  not 
exact,  reproductions  of  the  original  —  do  not  qualify  for 
Antique  Vehicle/Motorcycle  plates. 

Historical  License  Plates,  representing  the  model  year, 
may  be  displayed  on  an  antique  vehicle;  however, 
current  Antique  Vehicle/Motorcycle  plates  and 
registration  ID  card  must  be  kept  in  the  vehicle  at  all 
times.

□  Use  characters,  symbols,  foreign  words  or  symbols  of 
punctuation,  such  as  dashes  or  periods 

□  Select  obscene  or  offensive  combinations 

FI RST'TIME  REGISTRATIONS 

□  Money  must  accompany  request  forms  on  all  first¬ 
time  registrations. 

□  If  your  request  is  not  available,  a  random-number 
plate  will  be  issued.  Additional  fees  are  required  to 
replace  your  random-number  plates  with  vanity  or 
personalized  plates. 

□  The  dealership  where  you  purchase  your  vehicle  may 
apply  for  vanity  or  personalized  plates  on  your 
behalf  for  a  first-time  registration. 

□  A  leased  vehicle  is  eligible  for  vanity  or  personalized
